The next ſtone contained the 
paſſion of our Saviour. The next above that had the twelve 
apoſtles. The fifth had our Saviour nailed to the croſs, with a 
ſu/tertaculum under his feet; and the uppermoſt ſtone was in 
the form of a croſs. Leland ſaw alſo in the church a very anci- 
ent book of the Goſpels.in large Roman letters, and in the boards 
thereof a cryſtal ſtone, inſcribed CLAVDIA ATEPICCUS 3 probably 
a Roman ſeal found here. On the north fide of the church was 
then the figure of a biſhop painted under an arch *. Leland 
adds, in digging about the church- yard were found old buckles 
of girdles and rings ¶bulæ). The whole precinct of the mo- 
naſtery, as appeared by the old wall and the vicarage-houſe, was 
made of ruins of the monaſtery.

fifth Saxon king of Kent, and the firſt Chriſtian monarch, Who, 
after giving bis palace at St. Auguſtine's in Canterbury to the 
monk of that name, the Engliſh apoſtle, retired to his palace at 
Reculver, where he died, and was buried in this church under an 
arch. No remains either of the croſs above mentioned, or of this 
monument, are now to be feen; but in the place of the latter, on 
the wall, was, a few years ago, the following old inſcription, 
now inaccurately. tranſcribed on a wooden tablet:

Reculver, in Leland's time, was near half a mile from the ſea. 
ſhore : but it is to be ſuppoſed that in times paſt the ſea came 
up to Gore-end, two miles from Northmouth ; as at Gore-end 
was a little ſtair, called Broadftaires, to go down the cliff; and 
about this ſhore was good taking of mullets. The great Raguſeis 
lay for defence of wind at Gore- end“. | 

The great antiquity of this place is apparent from the vaſt num- 
ber of Roman coins (chiefly of the Jower'empire),, medals, vaſes, 
2c. that have been, and ſtill continue to be, found here. For 
Reculver (or Regulbium) no doubt was one of the five Roman 
watch-towers, or forts, as Richborough caſtle (or Rutupir) was 
another, each of them commanding one of the mouths of 
the river Genlade, or Wantſume, which, as Bede ſays, then di- 
vided the iſle of Thanet from the continent of Kent. This caſtlet, 
which guarded the north mouth, was the Roman tation of the 


Vetaſii}, and was certainly on the hill where now ſtands the church, 


and where formerly ſtood the monaſtery; though between the 
time of the Romans and its monaſtic ſtate it was alſo (as has been 
related p. 72.) the ſite of a royal palace, not only for Ethelbert l. 
but for all his ſucceſſors, kings of Kent. The conſular denarii, and 
the coins of all the Roman emperors from Julius to Honorius, and 
ſharp, fine, new-coined medals of '1i\erius and Nero, which hare 
been found here in great numbers, prove that the Romans bad 
not ouly an early ſettlement here, but that they, long continued 
it. Many globules have been alſo found unſtruck, which, with 
other circumſtances, have given Dr. Battely reaſon to ſuppoſe

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that this place was formerly ſo conſiderable as to have had a 
mint, as vaſt maſſes of a mixed metal, formed by the melting of 
{me braſs and gold coins which lay contiguous, have occaſioned 
Dr. Plot alſo reaſonably to conjecture that Reculver was formerly 
burnt, either by accident or by an enemy. Britiſh coins, of the 
metal called e/erum, one-fourth gold and the reſt braſs, and 
ſme others of ſilver, with odd characters on them, neither 
Britiſh nor Gothic, but perhaps Gauliſh, (ſee pl. III. and p. 76.) 
ſome with Chriſtian croſſes, many quarter- pieces of the old Eng- 
liſh pennies, and others of king Henry III. and his three ſucceſ- 
ſors, have alſo been found here, with Roman urns, pateræ, 
vaſes, &c. broken by the falling of the cliffs. The antiquities 
engraved in Pl. III. found at Reculver, were communicated by 
the late Mr. Goſtling to the Society of Antiquaries June 8, 1738. 
They are ſuppoſed to be the antennæ, or croſs bars, of the Roman 
vexillum, or ſtandard *, Fig. 1. is engraved by ſcale from a 
drawing of Mr. Holmes t, and is 9 inches + thin length, beſides 
being a little crooked. The colours being laced to it through the 
ſeveral holes, which are on each fide of a larger one, through 
which, it appears by another (fig. 3.) found ſince by the fame 
curious gentleman, went a ſwivel, with an oval loop, or ring, at 
top to faſten it by to the pole, or pike, held by the ſtandard- 
bearer; a repreſentation of which is very common in the allocu- 
tions on the Roman medals, only with this difference, that in 
them the pole, or ſtaff, ſeems to have gone through this hole. 
{ By the Tau, or croſs, on the ſide oppoſite, which in our plate has 
aroſe, it may be ſuppoſed to be one of the ſtandards of the em- 
peror Conſtantine, whoſe coins have been ſo frequently met with 
here this was found. Fig. 2. is ſeven inches long, and has but

Lewis on ſeals, p. 7, where it is engraved. 
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three holes to lace the ſtandard to it. Fig. 3. is four inches dong, 
and may have ſerved as a fibula, as our ſpring fwivels do now; 
the ring hanging to a belt, and the antennæ paſſing through a 1 
in the accoutrements. Fig. 4. is a double pair, of two inches 
and two inches and a half in length. The bell, or ornament, ſig. 
5. has five triangular holes. 
In the fame plate are repreſented 15 of thoſe ſmall rude 
coins mentioned by Dr. Battely (fee p. 75), who had them en- 
graved on a ſcale larger than the originals, which were more 
faith fully executed on a ſeparate plate, with many others found 
in and near the iſle of Thanet, at the expence of Mr. John White, 
in order to obtain ſome account of them. 
The two firſt are not unlike the coins of Clovis, engraved by 
Bouteroue, p. 195, who calls the bird a peacock. 
The croſs on the eighth occurs on others of the fame prince, 
ibid. p. 199. 201, and in Bouteroue's ſeven plates at the end of 
his work. 
The reverſe of the laſt may be is with that in the ſame 
author, p. 209 and 237. | 
Ne 14 may belong to Theodoric, ſon of Clovis, ibid. p. 210. 
N' 5, and perhaps N' 7, is more perfectly repreſented in Boute- 
roue, p. 2 15, and referred to by Clodonur. Vicus, or 2xantovicus, 
was a conſiderable town near the river Authie, with a good port, 
famous for its trade, and frequently mentioned in the reign of 
Dagobert, though now reduced to a village named Reain-leviell, 
— Nes 9 and 10 are of the ſame kind. 
A cloſe compariſon with the coins engraved in Bouteroue's 
book, allowing for the difference of draughtſmen, and with va- 
rieties in other cabinets not yet engraved, might perhaps aſcer- 
tain all theſe coins to be Gauliſh. 
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The Roman town has been long covered by the ſea, which laſt 
winter threw down the remains of the north ſide of the old 
Roman wall which ſurrounded the caſtle, and makes ſuch ra- 
pid inroads on the cliff (great part of it, with a houſe, ſtand- 
ing when the view in plate I. was taken, and which in the 
memory of man had a farm- yard adjoining to it, being lately 
thrown down), that it has long been apprehended that this noble 
ſtructure and ſea- mark, with all the level below it, notwith- 
ſtanding the great attention and expence beſtowed in planking, 
piling, &c. by the commiſſioners of ſewers, will in a few years 
ſhare the fate of the Roman town above mentioned. Reaſonable 
hopes, however, are now entertained that both the church and 
the level will be ſaved by the {kill and efforts of captain (now 
Sir Thomas Hyde) Page, of whoſe abilities as an engineer the 
public have had a remarkable proof, by his ſupplying Sheerneſs 
with water from the depth of 328 feet, in July, 1782.

For a farther account of the antiquities of this place, the 
reader muſt be referred to Dr. Battely's Antiquitates Rutupine 
(mentioned above) of which an Englith' abridgement was pub- 
lihed by the compiler ol this article in * 
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_ HELBURGH: was an ancient feat in this pariſh, The firſt that 
Philipot found poſſeſſed of it was Nicholas Tingewike, originally de- 
ſcended from Tingewike in the county of Buckingham, and who 
likewiſe held- large poſſeſſions at Dart ford. He died poflefled of 
it, 14 Edward II. 1321. After this family deſerted the poſſeſſion, 
Pines became its proprietors, of which family was James de 1; 
Pine, Who was ſheriff of Kent 26 and 27 Edward III. He was in 
poſſeſſion of this place at his deceaſe, 33 Edward III t. and left it 
to his ſon, Thomas Pine; to whom ſucceeded another James Ping, 
who about the beginning of Henry IV. paſſed it away to Chey- 
ney, in which family it continued till the beginning of Elizabeth; 
when the lord Henry Cheyney, who then began to retail himſelf 
and his eſtate, out to ruin in parcels, alienated this to Maycott, 
whoſe ſon, Sir. Cavaliero Maycott (mentioned p. 72) an eminent 
courtier in the reigns of Elizabeth and James, on the entrance 
of that prince into his government, paſſed it away to Sir Chrj/o- 
pber Clive; and he immediately after conveyed it away to Conti), 
whoſe ſon, Mr. Thomas Contry, ſold it to Sir Edward Maſters of 
Canterbury; and his ſon, Richard Maſters, eſq. was heir to it 
when Philipot wrote T. This is the ſame manſion that is now 
called Brook $ (ſee p. 72); which name was ſubſtituted by one of 
the maſters, taken, I am informed, from the ſeat where they re- 
ſided (now pulled down), near Wingham, and not, as I ſuſpected, 
from the adjoining brook. From the heirs of that family it came 
to the late Sir George Oxenden, bart. father of Sir Henry, the pre- 
ſent poſſeſſor.

THE remaining walls of Reculver caſtle {kirt a hill of pit-ſand, 
which is higher in every part than the ground without the 
walls. The earth has fallen, perhaps has been waſhed, away 
from the baſe of the hill, and the foundation of the wall is 
thereby expoſed to view in many places, which correſponds ex- 
ly with that at Richborough, being laid on ſmall ſmooth 
pebbles in the natural ſoil. The facing of the wall both within- 
fide and without, as far as I can examine, is deſtroyed; except 
at the eaſt end of the north wall, where it is perfect for a feẽ 
yards in length, but not to a ſufficient height from the baſe - 
to comprehend a row of tiles; none of which are to be ſeen en- 
tire in the wall, though numberleſs fragments lie on the ground, 
which, moſt probably, were originally worked uta the facing 
of the wall, in rows, as at Richboroi:gh; where the firſt row of 
tiles appears about five feet from the foundation, Many pieces 
of tile are introduced, in the moſt irregular manner, into the ma- 
loary of the church, eſpecially under the windows on the north 
lide, The wall is no where more than ten feet high; and it is 
obſervable, that it never riſes above the level of the ground 
within the caſtle. It muſt have been originally higher, and the 
upper parts have been thrown down, ſeemingly, on purpoſe to 
bring the remains to their preſent level, But then, what is be- 
come of the fragments? At Richborough, the fallen maſſes have. 
withſtood every effort of thoſe who have been intereſted, for ages, 
&-23 to 
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to remove or deſtroy them; nor has the weather operated with 
much effect upon their texture. On the other hand, the frag- 
ments that fall into the ſca from the north wall of Reculver 
caſtle, by their alternate expoſure every day to air and moiſture, 
and by the action of the waves, are ſoon decompoſed, and the 
detached materials are ſpread to a great diſtance over the ſurface 
of the ſhore. May we not infer from hence, that the.ſea has here- 
tofore waſhed the foot of Reculver hill on the eaſt, weſt, and ſouth 
ſides alſo, and that the fragments there have been diſperſed by the 
ſame operations as take place now on the north fide ? And might 
not this encroachment of the ſea, by alarming the monks who 
occupied the arca of the caſtle, give riſe to the embankments, 
which ſhut out the ſea from the marſhes, at the back of the caſtle ? 
Upon meaſuring the large fragment that fell lately, I found it to 
be between eight and nine feet in thickneſs ; ſo that, with its twa 
facings, the wall muſt have been originally about eleven feet 
through, as at Richborough. | 

The fig-tree, fcus carica, appears among the buſhes along the 
ſouth wall; and the dwarf elder, ſambucus ebulus, abounds there, 

The ſhore before Reculver is nearly covered with large maſſcs of 
ſand-ſtone, which are collected and arranged under the direction 
of the commiſſioners of ſewers, with a view to check the encroach- 
ments of the ſea, But theſe, and all other expenſive operations of 
the commiſſioners, though well deſigned and properly conducted, 
have been hitherto ineffectual to prevent its ravages, which now 
begin to be truly alarming. The houſe marked (A) in the plan“ 
has been damaged by the ſea, and taken down ſince the year 
1781, when my ſurvey was made; and the church will, molt 
probably, ſoon be in the ſame predicament, if meaſures cannot be 
adopted to keep off the ſea.

The arches in 3 
body of the church are pointed, and their pillars ſquare. The 


ſides of the two weſternmoſt pillars are 8 feet by 18 inches; of 


the reſt 3 feet 10 inches by 1 foot 3 inches . The paſſage from 


the nave into the chancel is under three circular arches, whoſe 
pillars are round, with capitals of a ſingular kind, as in fig. 2. 


The great weſtern door is of Caen ſtone, much corroded and 


mouldering away. The arch is pointed and ornamented, as at 
fig. 3. The arch over the north door is circular, fig. 4, In the 
ſouth wall of the chancel have been three double Wn: as at 
fig, 5, two of which are bricked up. 

In the chancel, on a graveſtone, is the following inſcription, 
fig. 6, cut in the ſtone round its verge: Fra

Baſfo, a Saxon, embelliſhed it with 
a monaſtery, from which Brightwald the eighth biſhop of Can- 
terbury was called to that ſee. Hence it was alſo named Racwulf-" 


inter from the monaſtery, when Edred, brother to Edmund the 


elder, gave it to the church of Canterbury. At preſent it is only 
a ſmall country village, and owes all its conſequence to that mo- 
naſtery, whoſe church ſpires are of uſe to mariners to avoid the

NOTES taken at RxcuLvER, September 9, 1782, 


By the Rev. Sir JoyN CULLUM, Bart. F. R. & A. 88. 


RECULVER church, ſtands on the higheſt part of the cliff, 
within a little of the ſea, and at a diſtance is a ſtriking object, 
from the two ſpires at.its weſt end; but, upon a nearer view of 
it, one is much diſappointed, As a ſpecimen of beautiful archi- 
tecture, for which it has been extolled, it deſerves but little no- 
tice. Its weſt end, which from its ſtyle muſt have been built 
ſome time after the Conqueſt, ſeems never to have been very ela- 
borate; and the mouldings of the door-caſe, where the chief 
work was beſtowed, being of a ſoft ſtone, and greatly expoſed to 
the weather, are much decayed. The reſt of the maſonry was 
never excellent, conſiſting of irregular ſtones intermixed with 
Roman bricks. The coins, however, are of {ſquared ſtone. 

The body of the church is about 60 feet long, the chancel 48; 
the latter has at the eaſt end a handſome triplet of lancet win- 
dows, and four ſingle ones of the ſame form on the north and 
ſouth ſides. It is ſeparated from the church by three round 


The floor of the church was formerly laid with terras, made of 
coarſe ſtone and mortar; the ſurface quite ſmooth and even po- 
liſhed, being thinly encruſted with a red compoſition, as appears 
by ſome parts ſtill entire that are not in the tread of feet. This 
floor is till of exceſſive hardneſs, the clerk being with difficulty 
able, even with a pickaxe, to get me a ſmall piece of it as a 
ſpecimen,

At the eaſt end of the ſouth aile of the church is this inſcrip- 
tion, on a newly- painted tablet of wood, copied (and I ſuppoſe 
with ſome faults) from an old one near it, almoſt effaced : 


Here, as hiſtoriographers have ſaid, &c. (as in p. 72.) 


On a tablet of black marble in the ſouth wall of the chancel is 
cratched (for it is ſcarcely more), in the neateſt manner, the por- 
trait of a man in a herald's ſurcoat, cloak, trunk-breeches, boots 
with the tops turned down, ſpurs, head with ſhort hair and ſhort 
beard, and a ruff about a foot high *. Beneath him is this in-

The cliff is continually crumbling away (particularly in the 
winter time) and falling on the beach, where the children of the 
neighbourhood. pick up ſeveral Roman coins. I was offered a 
handful of them, at no high price; but they were all { cor. 
roded that they were not worth purchafing. They were a 
finall, ſome extremely ſo. | 

The crumbling away of the cliff on which the church ftands 
is become ſo alarming, that I am informed this year (1784) 
ſome means arc to be employed to ftop the evil*. I am not wil. 
ting to think that this edifice being a ſea- mark is the only reaſon 
of this attention to its preſervation f.

ABBOTS or RECULVER. 


BErTHWALD, or BrxITHWALD *, monk of Glaſtonbury, was elected archbiſhop of 
Canterbury July 1, 692, after two years vacancy of that ſee on the death of Theo- 
dore. Bede“ ſays, he was well verſed in ſcripture, and in eccleſiaſtical and monaſtic 
difcipline, though not comparable to his predeceſſor in the ſee. He was equally 
inveterate againſt Wilfrid archbiſhop of York, till the pope pronounced him in- 
nocent of the charges brought again{ him, and obliged his adverſaries to ſubmit to 
his reſtoration. Having far longer than any other archbiſhop of Canterbury, viz, 
near thirty eight years ©, he died 9 Jan. 731, and was buried in St. Auſtin's mo- 
naſtery %. Lambarde © obferves he was not the firſt, as Polydore ſaith, but the ſe- 
cond man of all the Saxon nation that aſpired to that dignity.

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HIS TOR T OF HERNE 
BY. JOHN DUNCOMBE, M. A. 


HERNE, or IIZ A RN, is ſituated in the North part of Kent, 
{ix miles North of Canterbury, 12 Weſt of Margate, and 14 
Eaſt of Feverſham, in the Weſt diviſion of the lath of St. Auguſ- 
tine, and Eaſt diviſion of the county, in the upper half-hundred 
of Blengate, the deanery of Weſtbeer, and dioceſe of Canterbury. 

This pariſh, which is bounded North by the German ocean, 
North-Weſt by Swacliff, or Swalecliff, Weſt by Whitſtable, South 
and South-Eaſt by Chiſlet and Hoath, and North-Eaſt and Eaſt 
by Reculver, is in length from North to South about two miles, 
and in breadth from Eaſt to Weſt about ſix miles. It is divided 
into five boroughs, viz. Hampton, Thornden, Stroud, Haw, and 
Beltinge, each of which has a borſholder ſubordinate to the con- 
ſtable of the upper half-hundred of Blengate, who is choſen at 
the court-leet two years from this pariſh, one from Reculver, 
one from Hoath, and one from Stourmouth, It is in the arch- 
biſhop's mangr of Reculver, whoſe ewe holds a court-baron 
there every year, 

It probably derives its name (as does alſo Herne-bill) from the 
number of herons that uſed to frequent theſe parts; and the 
tamily of Knowler, who have been ſettled in this — ſome 
centuries, have that bird for their creſt. 


P Places 
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Places of note are, or were, 1. Haw-Hou/e, formerly belong. 
ing to the family of Apuldrefeild, a daughter of which carried 
it in marriage to Sir h Fyneux, in whom it continued til; 
another daughter of the ſame carried it to Sir Joby Smyth, 
of Oſtenhanger, anceſtor to the preſent viſcount Strangford, from 
whoſe grand-father it deſcended to the Hon. Mr. Roper, of whoſe 
heirs it was purchaſed about 20 years ago by the late Rey, 
Francis Hender Foote, LL. B. whoſe eldeſt ſon, John Foote, eſq. 
of Charlton in Biſhopſbourn, is the preſent poſſeſſor. It ſeems to 
have been a large venerable manſion, but is now only a farm-houſe. 
2. Seas or At-Seas Court, now called Stroud-Houſe, which belonged 
to the family of At-Sza till the reign of queen Elizabeth, when it 
was ſold to Mr. Knozw/er, in whoſe lineal deſcendant Gz/bert Know- 
ler, eſq. it is now veſted. It is a regular brick manſion*, with 
a pleafant garden and grounds adjacent, and is at preſent occu- 
pied by Ifaac Bargrave, efq. of Eaſtry-Court, one of the com- 
miſſioners of bankruptcy, who has in his poſſeſſion there ſome 
valuable original portraits remarkably well preſerved, particularly 
thofe of his anceſtor, Dr. Iſaac Bargrave, dean of Canterbury, 
162 5—42, and his lady, a daughter of Sir Cholmondeley Dering, 
bart. by Cornelius Janſen, Sir Henry Wotton, and Father Paul, 
both painted in Italy, and collected by the dean, a ſmall whole 
length of lord Wotton, &c. 3. Underdown, formerly the ſeat of 
Jobn Sea, efq. as appears from his monument in the church, 
was rebuilt by the late Sir George Oxenden, bart. who purchaſe 
the eſtate, but is now only a farm-houſe, belonging to the preſent 
Sr Henry. 4. The rectorial houſe, formerly the manſion of 
the Miller's (afterwards mentioned), now much contracted, and 
occupied by the maſter of one of the hoys. The vicarage- 
houſe, an ancient building f. It has no glebe, but only an or- 

chard and large garden. F

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In the reign of Edward III. a market was obtained to be held 
there on a Monday, and a two days fair, by the intereſt of the 
archbiſhop, on the feaſt of St. Martin, to whom the church 1s 
dedicated. It has now a fair on Eaſter Tueſday.. 


The pariſh-regiſters, which are well preſerved, commence . 


with November 1558, 1 Elizabeth, In the firſt 20 years were 
baptized 544, buried 651, married 162 couple. In the laſt 20 
years, ending with 1782, were baptized 742, buried 507, mar- 
ried 149 couples. By this it ſhould ſeem to' be more healthy 
now than formerly. | 
Little ſo material as what follows occurs in the regiſters : 

« 1565. John Jarvys had two wozmen children baptized at 
home joyned together in the belly, and havynge each the on: 
« of their armes lyinge at one of their own ſhoulders, and in 
« all other parts well proportioned children. Buryed Aug. 29.” 

« 1566, Stephanus Sawyer, vir piz memorize, annos natus 
« 92, Martii 30 vita ſua finiit, cum 30 annos continuos pura 
« Chriſti religione contra Romanam tyrannidem proſeſſus fuiſſet.“ 

« 1567, Ould Arnold, a cryſomer, buried February 8.” 

This word, ſometimes ſpelt chr iſomer, often occurs afterwards for 
about a hundred years, but not ſince. Dr. Juhnſon defines cbri- 
ſom (from chriſm) to be © a child that dies within a month after 
its birth. So called (he ſays) from the chriſom-cloath, a cloath 
anointed with holy unguent, which the children anciently wore 
till they were chriſtened.” Chri/m is applied in the Gloſſaries to 
the popith ſacrament of Confirmation.

This remnant of popery, it ſeems, then remained. 


The church is a large ancient handſome ſtructure, having a 
tower of flint and ſtone, containing fix bells. It conſiſts of 3 
nave, two ſide ailes, and three chancels, of which the great chan- 
cel, repaired (as appears by the endowment in the Appendix) 
by the vicar, has fix ſtalls for the ancient popiſh miniſters 
of the church like a cathedral, and was formerly divided from the 
nave by an open carved ſcreen of oak, as the two other chancel; 
are ſtill. The nave is in height 33 feet, in length 70 feet, the 
chancel 43; total 113. The north chancel is in breadth 23, 
nave zo, ſouth chancel 16; total 69. The whole roof is leaded, 
and embattled, except that of the great and ſouth chancels, which 
are tiled. The ſtone font is very ancient, with ſeveral 
eſcutcheons of arms; now plaiſtered over. The wooden frame 
ſtill remains of a ſmall organ, which, tradition ſays, was ſold to 
 Feverſham; and two large tables of benefactions, hung up in 
1777, ſhew that the annual donations to the church and poor 
amount to 157. 105. 9d. in money, and 17/, 55. in land. Total 
32/. 15. 9d. The vicarage is rated in the king's books at 
20/. 165. and is worth about 150/. per annum. 

A weſt view of the church is annexed, in plate VI. f 

By the endowment of the vicarage, taken from the regiſter 
of archbiſhop Winchelſey, A. D. 1310 (which, by the favour 
of Dr, Ducarel, will appear in the Appendix), the vicars of 
Reculver, Herne, and St. Nicholas are entitled, among other 
things, to omnes minutas decimas qua ad altaragium * ſpeclare

to a miniſter by virtue of his office, or for officiating at the altar, and conſequently 
has ſuch a latitude as tõ comprehend every. tithable matter not expreſsly mentioned 
in the endowment amongſt the tithes appropriated.

Beſides theſe payments, the church-wardens of each of thoſe 
pariſhes pay alfd to thoſe of Reculver five ſhillings annually, 
in conſequence of a decree of archbiſhop Warham, exempting 
them, on that condition, from the repairs of the mother- church, 
to which before they ſtill remained liable, as the chapelry of 
Hoath is ſtill. On default of payment on a ſet day, the ancient 
obligation remains in force.

His grace ſurely exerted here a ſingular ard unwarrantable ſtretch of authority; 
as otherwiſe theſe repairs, by common law would have helonged to the archbiſhop 
himſelf, or his tenant of the great tithes, whom he thus took upon him to exonerate. 
It.is alſo remarkable that the preſent incumbent of Herne, contrary to the uſual 
cuſtom and practice, not only has à vicarage in which he repairs the chancel, but 
wo rectories (in Canterbury) whoſe chancels he does not repair. |

The leaſe of the ſaid parſonage ſtill continues in the fame fa. 
mily, being now held by Richard Milles, eſq; of Nackington near 
Canterbury, and North Elmham in Norfolk, the lineal deſcen- 
dant of the above teſtator; Mr. Milles is interred under a fx 
marble in the great chancel, with the following inſcription :

« Mr. Nicholas Ridley was collated by archbiſhop Cranmer to 
the vicarage of Herne, in Eaſt Kent, April 30, 1538, vacant by 


the death of John Warren. Here he was diligent to inftruct his 


charge in the pure doctrines of the Goſpel as far as they were 
yet diſcovered to him (not from the ſchoolmen and popith' doctors) 


except in the point of Tranfubſtantiation, from which error God 


had not yet delivered him. And the good fruits of his miniſtry 
were ſeen in the effects it had, particularly on the lady Fiennes 
[rather Fineux] whom he converted to the Goſpel truths ; which 
ſhe afterwards teſtified by her future exemplary life 2 good 
works, And, to enliven the devotion. of his pariſhioners, he 
uſed: to have the Te Deum read in his pariſh-church in Engliſh ; 
which was afterwards: urged in accuſation againſt him. 


For two years Mr. Ridley reſided at his pariſh of Herne, get- 
ting new lights himſelf by a cloſe application to his ſtudy of the 


holy Scriptures and the Fathers, by friendly conference with his 


patron the archbiſhop [who frequently reſided in the neighbour- 
hood at his palace of Fords], and faithfully communicating. to 
his people the word of God. And while he was at Herne, he ſo 
well diſcharged: his paſtorab office, that he gained: the general

Iknow of no view of this palace now in being. From the 
ruins of walls and the foundations that remain (ſee plate VI.) little 
can be collected, but that the buildings were extenſive. The ar- 
chiepiſcopal records at Lambeth have, however, ſupplied the fol- 
owing deſcription from the Parliamentary Survey of 1647.

It appears by the regiſter-book of Reculver that the archbiſhop 
had a chapel there; * Francis, ſonne of Sir Thomas Perryn, knight,” 
being baptized in it“ September 28, 1620+.” Though why he 
ſhould be regiſtered. in Reculver rather than in Hoath, in which 
the palace ſtood, I know not. Some of the walls have flues in 
them, the uſe of which cannot be aſcertained. Part of the old 
gateway ſtill remains. There ſeem alſo to have been fiſh-ponds, 
a vineyard, and a park; which latter retains the name. And tra- 
dition ſays, that a turning in the Reculver road leading to Chiſlet 
is called Oxenden's corner, from ſome of that family in ancient 
times there making depredations on the archbiſhop's game, and 
having frays with his keepers.

A faſhionable place of reſort in the pariſh of St. John the Bap- 
tiſt in Thanet, was once the ſeat of a family in elder times called 
Dent de Lyon* (lion's tooth), as appears by ancient deeds temp, 
Edw. I. About the reign of Henry IV. the name was Changed tg 
Dandelion, Daundelyoun, or Daundeleon ; i. e. they wrote their 
name as it was pronounced or ſpoken, not as it was originally 
ſpelt. In that prince's reign this eſtate belonged to John Daun. 
delion, as appears. by ſeveral deeds of that age. He had iflue 
Jobn Dandelion, or Daundelyon (whoſe heireſs about the beginning 


near Chartham), and lies buried in the North chancel of St. John 
the Baptiſt's church, Margate, with his portraiture in braſs, and

From this alliance the ancient ſeat deſcended at laſt to Captain 
Henry Petit, who died Feb. 23, 1661, being then 30 years old, and 
by his two wives having had ten children, of whom five ſons ſur- 
vived him. His epitaph, and thoſe of ſeveral of the name, may 
be ſeen in Lewis's Hiſtory of the Iſle of Thanet, Col. p. 86--88, 

It ſeems as if this ſeat was anciently walled round very ſtrong- 
ly, according to the faſhion of the age, for a defence againſt boys 
and arrows. Part of this wall is ſtill ftanding with the gate-houſet 
built with bricks and flints in rows, with loop-holes and battle 
ments at top. Over the gate are the arms of Daundelyoun (as il 
Plate VII. fig. 2.) i. Sable, three Lions rampant, between two bats 
dancette Argent.

of his mouth, out of which is written Daundelyon, as repre- 
ſented in fig. 3. Under the right ſide of it, as you go out of 
the gate from the place, was found in 1703 a room large 
enough to hold eight or ten men, in which were a great many 
pieces of lachrymatories of earth and glaſs. Under the other 
ade of it is a well-priſon. Over this gate-houſe, betwixt the 
towers, has been erected a building of pannel- work for a pigeon- 
houſe. In the window of the manſion-houſe are the arms of 
Daundeleon quartered with thoſe of the Petits, as repreſented in 
fig. 1.

T is certain the church of REcuLVER is ogagf the moſt ancient churches in 

Kent ; and, if any credit may be given to {cription written upon the ſouth- 
eaſt part of the ſaid church, in old Engliſhf, over a ſmall chancel or cemetery, king 
Fthelbert was buried there, By whom it was founded is uncertain: whether the church 
now ſtanding was the ancient pariſh church ſeems to me doubtful. Reculver, 
being once the ſeat of a King, was ſo populous, that it ſeems to me improbable that 
the preſeut church could contain the people; and the current tradition of the 
place is, that the pariſh- church ſtood about a mile into the fea, upon a place called 
by the inhabitants“ The Black Rock;“ which ſhews itſelf at low water, The preſent 
church ſeems to me to be buil#for the uſe of the religions houſe within the walls. 
The ſea has ſwallowe one half of the pariſh ; and, with the terra frma, the 
ancient pariſh-church that ſtood upon it. This tradition of the place ſeems to me 
not improbable. . About the year 1271, Archbiſhop Kilwardby appropriated 
that church and the hoſpitals of Harbledown and Northgate, © falyo perpetuo 
« yicario qui in dia eccfeſid curam haberet animarum congrua porcione.” 
About the year 1279, Archbiſhop Peckham difappropriated that church, „& 
© revocabat eam in priſtinum ſtatum.“ In the book of taxationg of ecclefiaſtical 
livings made in 1281 it is mentioned, that the church of Reculver had theſe 
chapels thereunto annexed, viz. Hoath, St. Nicholas, All Saints, and Herne. 
It is very probable that, for many years before that taxation, thofe chapels were 
atnexed to that mother-church. In the year 1310 Archbiſhop Winchelſey, reciting 
that one Nicholas de Tyngewyk was then rector of that church, did ordain three

ſaid Clement put the church of Reculver it continues to this day. The archbiſhop 
collates. It is endowed with a vicarage-houſe, and about three acres of glebe; 
one acre of which is marſh land. It is alſo endowed- with all ſmall tithes, ng 
the great tithes of all land lying witbin the walls that environ the church and the 
ſite of the monaſtery *, which I compute to be about eleven or twelve acres, I 
has alſo an augmentation granted of twenty pounds a year, paid out of the par. 
ſonage of Herne, Reculver, and Hoath, in the hands of Samuel Milles, Eſq paid 
half yearly ; ten pounds at Lady-day, and the like ſum of ten pounds at Michael. 
mas. Herne pays annually a penfion of forty ſhillings, the one half at Lady-day, 
the other at Michaelmas. The pariſh of St. Nicholas, with the chapelry of Al 
Saints (now dilapidated) thereto annexed, pays to the vicar of Reculver yearly the 
ſum of three pounds; and this penſion is paid alſo half yearly at Lady-day and 
Michaelmas. I muſt not forget alſo to add, that, when the ſaid vicarages were or. 
dained, there were certain penſions ordained yearly. to be paid by the pariſhes of 
Herne and St. Nicholas, towards the keeping of the mother-church of Reculver in 
repair. Herne pays annually the ſum of five e and St. Nicholas the annua 
ſum of three ſhillings and four pence. Theſe ſums the pariſhes aforeſaid are obliged 
topay on Monday in Whitſun-week; and for default or nonpayment of the 
faid ſums upon the ſaid day, they are liable to be equally rated and aſſeſſed with 
the pariſhioners of Reculver and Hoath, towards the repairs of the ſaid church, 
About threeſcore years ago the pariſhes aforeſaid neglected or refuſed to pay the 
ſaid penſions; whereupon the churchwardens of the pariſh of Reculyer made a 
equal aſſeſſment upon all the lands in Herne, St. Nicholas, and Reculver, towards 
repairing the ſaid church; which aſſeſſments, as appears by the church books now 
extant, were punctually paid by the ſaid pariſhes for three years together (fo long, 
I preſume, the ſuit betwixt the pariſh of Reculver and the pariſhes of Herne and 
St. Nicholas laſted); but afterwards they complied to pay the penſions, and fo have done 
(as they have good reaſon) ever ſince. The ſuit was managed, on the part of Re- 
culver, by one Mr. Cobb of Biſhopſton in Reculver, one of whoſe anceſtors was 
York herald at arms, and lies buried in the chancel of Reculver f. I think myſelf 
obliged in gratitude to mention this gentleman's name; becauſe it is in a great 
meaſure owing to his indefatigable care and application in ſearching records and 
managing this ſuit, that theſe penſions were not then loſt. And here I cannot well 
forget the piety of John Hills, a farmer, who lived at Brooke in the pariſh of Re- 
culver, partly to preſerve his memory, and partly to provoke others of ability to

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fallow his example. This good man, befides three pounds a year and upwards? 
which he gave to the labourers of Reculver for ever, gave to the church a large 
Bible and a pulpit cloth, a large ſilver flaggon, chalice, and ſalver, for the com- 
munion ſervice, and a very fine damaſk table cloth to ſpread upon the altar. 

The church of Reculver is lofty and well built; it has two ſteeples in front, in one 
of which hang four bells; theſe ſteeples were built, if we believe the tradition of 
the place, by two ſiſters; and, as appears by all the ſea charts I have ſeen, are of great 
aſe in carrying ſhips over the flats, to and from London. The chancel is large and 
lofty ; it has two ſtately pillars to ſupport its entrance, and a curious aſcent to the 
altar; ſo that it is exceeded by few in Kent. I could ſend you the inſcriptions that 
re in tne church, if I thought them neceſſary ; and you may command them at any 
time by letter. I have given you the beſt account of my church and chapel I am

THE chapel of HoaTn, alias Hoth, annexed to the vicarage of Reculver, 

was dedicated “ in honorem glorioſæ virginis Marie genetrieis Dei & ſuæ eru- 
« cis vivificz ;” and the feaſt of its dedication was yearly celebrated on the 19th day 
of December. The chapel is diſtant from Reculver about four miles; and fo pro- 
bably was built at the charge of the inhabitants, to ſave themſelves the trouble of 
going to the mother-church to hear divine offices. The chapel is very ancient; built, 
when Reculver was a rectory, long before the Reformation, in the year 1303. Bo- 
niface VIII. in a faculty which he granted concerning the faid chapel of Hoath, 
after he had therein recited that he was informed by fome of the pariſhioners that 
many of them dwelt three miles, or thereabouts, from the church of Reculver, and 
that in the winter-time they could hardly bring their dead bodies to that church, 
aud that the chapel of Hoath was canonically founded within the pariſh, * & cum 
* fontibus baptiſmalibus erecta in qui,” they heard divine ſervice and received the 
holy ſacrament, “ per ſacerdotes ad hc per rectorem dictæ eccleſiz deputandos, 
did, upon their petition, give leave that they might make and have a church: yard 
near that chapel to bury their dead in. Io the year 1410, Archbiſhop Arundel 
dedicated this chapel, and granted ſepulturam® there; and ordered that the vicar
